Detailed accounts of the mechanics of such items as 
meeting a rrangnents, S/w and w/T control and compromise indicators eto. not 
reported as yet, will be furbished under separate cover.

26 August 1952 GAM30BO 1, 2, and 3 were dispatched to Latvia by 



air. they were dropped SB of Liep&ja, directly at the center point between 
A5ACIT and THMHI. the operational plane a 0*47* left the Wiesbaden air base 
at 1644 hr*' on 26 August 1952 and returned on 27 August 1952 at 6414 hrs. the 
total tiaef in the air amounted to 10 hours 26 minutes, aaeh agent carried an 
average of 120 lbs of equipment. 



2. Operational Plan and Mias ion, 

a. Operational Plan. Immediately upon being dripped the agents 
are to proceed due HE until they reach the TfcNTA river in the vicinity of 
hl(2RAift)S* which Is approximately 25 kilometer a from the B&. It ie expected 
that they *411 reach this point on their 5th night in Latvia. Open arriving 
at the Venta they will await the begirtlru; of a new night on the western 
banks so as to enable them to cross the river, sake the original w/T contact 
(to be mode by CAHU3U 3 on CABU30 1's w/T set), and separate, with O-l and 
C-2 going northward while 0-3 proceeds eastward. 



0-1 and 0-2 will proceed to the KSICI araa where most of their 
gear will be burled. They will then take the 100,000 R03ES for Broadway 
partisans and bury them at a suitable burial place. Upon their return to 
their equipment, C-l will make W/T contact nd report the location to the 
partisan money cache. The plan then calls for & wove to the TUKUMS area 
where C-2 will spparaie from C-l at the earliest opportunity and proceed to 
Riga, after having arranged a dead letter drtp with C-l.

b. Changes In Operational flan. Because the delay of dispatch 
which was duo to b«d weatha. , the agents discusses several possible changes 
in their operational plan. Their reason for the need for each Ganges is the 
foot that th« encoding rainy season and frost period would iapede their 
Hoveaent and preclude their living in the open. 

The major change consists of their burying their squipsumt approx. 

15 to. from the HZ and proceeding to their operational areas which they would 
reach a gre at deal sooner* After establishing thctsselvsa and procuring the 
necessary aid they would th^n return to retrieve their gear. Should, however, 
frost inter vene, this return for thsir equipment waulc not be possible until 
the following spri ng because frost and subsequent snow wouTtPRat only preelude 

wooes until ta«y have aoved their gear dose enough for 
utilisation, but also make it impossible for thee to dig their equipment out of 
the frosea ground. 

Another alternative would be for all three agents to travel to the 
8UL&ISA area where C-3 would bury his gear along with the ©there. They felt that 
during their marches C-3* * Immeasurable strength would be of great aid. 

A third possibility is that C-3 travel with the others until they 
reach a point parallel to JSL&-WA where C-3 can bury his equipment and then 
entrain at JiJUUVA for Sift*.

1. Assessment. 

a. (SAfiSSO 1—ltaving never amounted to anything prior to the war, 
CMmXs 1 cling* to hi* only dale to greatneee, hi* Sittorkreoa, ao a 
drowning nan ding* to anything afloat. However, deep down inside of hie ho 
realised that this deaeration wao really awarded to hie aero ao o natter of 
•owroo rather than for bravwy. In order to eoapeseaie fer thle ao well as 
to fight against an Inferiority oomplex, he ha* gotten to the point where 
he brag* about hi* war time exploits which in part are tree and in part 
obviouady fabrleatiou*. Oaring the past years, he has eon* to regard thee* 
fabrications a* true happening*, fhi* need for recognition coupled with a 
true desire te be needed by someone, particularly a female, tea node C-l a 
fairly unstable person.

It has seldom been found that he will readily adult guilt, but 
will rather attempt to eonvino# the accuser that ho had no ether recourse 
because of saay exteamating circumstance*. Though 3-1 would like to picture 
himself a* a good l«ad«r h« do** not po ***** the necessary ingredient* for 
leadership.

2. Morale, the morale of the agents wee unusually high when the time 
for the spring dispatch arrived. They had been extrcmly enthusiastic and 
optimistic which appeared te have resulted in some © veraeo fid ©nee leading 
to foolhardiness. An Indication of this was C-l f » and C-3*s statements that 
they would not attest to sneak off if surrounded* but would rather kill 
the Russians surrounding them, no setter what the odds. If surrounded by a 
regiment they felt confident they (the 3 ef them) could break through by sheer 
ferae of tmi. As expected* the ©ana alia t I an brought a slump' in morale with 
it. The simp was furthered by£ j arrival on the scene and hie redirect- 

ion of the operation which then was batten frou what the agents considered 
Latvian leadership. However, the morale began to climb within a month and 
though it never reached the original peak that emitted before the planned 
Spring dispatch* It was reasonably high o m week prior to departure from the 
safe h»use. During the accelerated pace of the final brlsfin^pcricd the 
morale was very good with eeoaeieoal depressive woods by G-3«C ^J/iewed 

the morals situation during the briefing period a® a very healthy one* where 
the agents wore not overly enthusiastic and optimistic) this enabled them te

The agents seamed very worried about the e«- 
eoa&ag winter, bat nevertheless felt It their duty toward their country to 
proceed with the plan. Furthermore, they began to worry as to what woufed 
happen if this operation was postponed ones again and they had to face another 
prolonged period of reposted training. This fooling of lack of full sad 
complete confidence that they somehow or other can heat the winter .to fulfill
